Although in past centuries the Inland of 
Hainan was chiefly settled by colonists from 
tha neighbourhood of Amvy aud other parts 
of Fahkien, yet in after years the end 
‘of Osnton added largely to the poptlation, 
For centuries thero has been a dlose con- 
nection in business matters betwoon the 
district of Kechow ond Hainan, the junk 
trade betweon these two places being large. 
“and constant. Fot commercial and other 
reasons many. Koohow pacple havo gone to, 
| Ainan to: live, wher thay may be found 
in gteator or lesa numbers in the yarious 
marta of trade, They ate called by ths 
tative Hainaneso ‘tha people from over 
the sea.’ In one ploy, Powsha, they-have 
settled pormanontly and form a colony 
numbering soreral thousand poole, dis. 
linet in Jangeage and affinities from their 


osighbours.. In micatcases, However, thoy 
hve oxilod thomselsts from their ancestral 
tomes for « period of years only, hoping 
sfter a fair competence has been secured by 
iusiness operations toretarn ta their native 
district, It.was:to this class that-those to 
nbom wa ate now introduced belonged. 

Threo merchants, dosely connedtad by 
femily and-busiuess ties, had gone to the 
town of Ooingow, eiluated about ten miles 
from tho city of Tamchow, whare thay had 
opened a place of buiinoss, thoir chief trade 
being with the Lees, who inhabited the 
interior districts of thet- portion of the 
island, They had takon their families with 
them and had prospered fairly well-in their 
business, After some fifteen yews thay: 
bogan to think of returning’ to ‘their -home 
in Kochow. Affaira move slowly in that 
pact of the world, to-that severst years 
passed, before their brsiness could be satis. 
inctorily disposed of. Finally . ovorything 
was settled, and our Kochow friends found 
themsclves in possesion of a comfortable 
sam of monoy, amounting to nearly ten 
thousand dallara, Tho question to be set- 
tled neat was how to transfer their families 
and theie property safely to Kochor,’ B

Above the 
second floor under the roof is a place, at 
present used for stores, which in an ‘emer- 
genoy could be fitted up ap wards, and no 
commodate a lergenamber of people. Tho

improvemente, indlnding electric bells, ete., 
jeto. very thought has been given, and np 
money spared, to make the hospital comfort-

Sir Houry Brougham Loch might in 
truth have lived on it to’ the end of the 
Manx parable, and died quietly io his 
office. He, however, is not of that stamp 
of mau, And‘the Minister who sant him 
to the Ielo of Man to ooase from tronb- 
ling was, perhaps, not alittle ombormsaod 
to hear that the new Governor had procipi- 
tated o Constitutional and fieoal orisis 
ausolutely unique in itd way or in compari- 
son with any ofher models of tho kind. 
The Constitution of the Isle of Man rested 
upon the hoary observence of 9 thonsand 
years, Tt was a self-governing colony, and 
its Legislature, founded by a Dauish rover, 
who styled himself King Orry, in: tho 
eighth cenlury, was jnst's thousand years 
old. Hone Rule it was withont a doubt ; 
but the curious feature of the Hone of 
Keys, or Manx Parliament, existad in the 
fact that the members were salf-clestive. 
When ono died, or got hanged, or ‘waa 
deported from his county for his country’s 
good, the survivors elocted his succtsaor 
without referenos to. tho popular voice at 
alt. In fact, there was no popular voica,. 
Mr Loch found the people living under a 
system aa pnrepresentatiye as. China itself, 
And this within fen hours’ journey of 
London, aud dewn to the year of grace 
1864, Mr Loch datermined to alter oll 
that. So, running up to London, he 
unfolfed his scheme, which was to abolish 
the House of Keys, and, taking tho neces. 
sary Crown powors, giveto the islands new 
Constitution upon the British modal, and 
bestow upoa the people the novel blessing 
of the franchise, Tho announcoment made 
by his Excsilency at o special sitting of the 
Oligarchio Twenty-Four almost took jheir 
‘breath awsy, Bat it was done, From 
that momoutthe insular Mugwaomps felt, 
and ruefully confessed, théy had found 
their master. The Keys literally torned 
rasty, but it was useless, It did not keop 
the Honse closed upon the old privileges. 
Mr Loch went on as le bad begun., He 
clappod a daty upon thinga which had 
previously not known the touch of the oz- 
ciseman; and with the revenne thus 
obtained built harbours and breakwaters, 
and effected all sorta of public. improve- 
ments. Whether this policy proved quite 
sound is a matter beyond the scopa of tho 
Present article. Certsinly, the poople 
whom Mr Loch had enfranchised talked of 
steeping the island in debt, and the New 
House of Keys after 4 familiar manner, 
snapped at the hand thatereated it, This, 
however, is the way Of the: world all over, 
bot Mr (thea Siz Henry) Lock left the 
isliod at Inst fora. spherd more worthy of 
his ability, aud he is atill remembered in 
the little, quasi-kingdom as the author of 
the-Manxmen’s Magns Charta, 

It is not the purpose of this sketch to 
trace Sir Henry Brougham Loch*s carer 
in detail, to recall hie parentage, his axe. 
cesses at school, or dwell upon thn wig- 
dom and fruits of bie marriage. Thess aro 
all of them satisfactory, Ib is with the 
Colonial adminictrstor solely that this ar- 
ticle has to do, and, taking the insight into 
his Exeollensy character afforded by ghe 
Manx coup d'etat ap a key to: bi rf 
career, it is safo fo agsume that.

THE INDIAN ARMY. 
Major-General Sir Geoge White furnishes 
aatriking example of slow regimental pro- 
motion, fullowed by a rapid siso fo the 
highest heights of coltior’s ambition, 


Toining the 27th Regiment at the eoso of: 


1863, hehad to wait toa years for his com- 
pry, ani yet another ten years bolore. ho 
ecomue a Field Officer. This ‘was in. the 
days of parol, when many a good min 
hed to bite his time. A few monthe after 
becoming Major, he exthanged to tha 92nd 
Highlanders, and it” wis not until he had 
Yerched the age of forty-four that’ bis 
akanco of showing his soldierly qualitios 
cconrted. He had as aboy seen eoms littlo 
service on’ the: North-West froniis, ‘but 
from 1859 to 1879 he hat possessed. his soul 
iu _pntimnoo, doing -his regimental duty 
stedfastly, and never once accepting Stait 
eaployment, The Q2ad were not at first 
employed in the Afghan War; but thoy 
were sent ap to the Kirram Valley aftor 
the Peiwor Kotal affair, and were aleated 
by Gononml Roberts to form ons. of the three 
British yegimonts of the Division which 
marched upon Kabul aiter the Cavignari 
massnore, It was at Chrasiab that Major 
White stowed himself a born leader of mon, 
Whon. ths attack upon the tight sf the 
Afghan pisition. could ot bo driven-home 
a8 ‘quiclly as_had. ben onticipated, he 
seized tho opportunity of making adiver~ 
ston on the snemy’s left, which bad most 
important results,” With fonly. fifty men of 
the B2adhe drove the Afghans froma hill 


which commanded ‘the direct road through - 


the. Sung-i-Nawishte defile, his-- personal. 
allontry being . conspiwously. exhibited,

In 
Merch, 1881, With nearly twenty-eight 
yer’ aervive to his credit, he beca me brevet 
leutenatt-Colonel. His promotion bad up 
to that print beea painfully slow : it was the 
fortune of war simply. Lord Ripon chose 
bin as his Military Secrolary ; unfort ately 
porhaps, for if Colley hal had Whi 
t in the Boer campaign the humiliation 
oF Majabs might never fave had to be re~ 
cued.
